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We began our high school career in September, 1948; that first day of high 
school now seems eons ago. Our class of eighty-three was the largest Northfield 
had ever seen. Mr Allison, the principal, welcomed us and guided us during our 
first year of high school. 

The first day was quite a mixup. Some of us missed classes, and others ambled 
into the wrong rooms. There was a “mad” scramble as we bought our books and 
checked our dally schedules. With the help of the corridor marshals, we stumbled 
over our first few days with no extraordinary mishaps. A rigorous initiation was 
given to the boys by the upperclassmen. 

After the class of ’51 put on a fine Freshman Reception for us, we gradually 
adjusted ourselves to the routines of high school life and settled down to do some 
“serious” studying. 

When we had become acquainted with one another, our home room teachers, 
Mrs. Beattie and Mr. Fenn, helped us with our first election of class officers. They 
were: President, Lorraine Brassard; Vice-President, Patricia Dunham; Secretary, 
Jack Genero; Treasurer, Richard Marceau; and Social Chairman, Edward Shambo. 

Many of us did not take part in the various activities our Freshman year 
because we were unaccustomed to high school procedures. However, some of us 
did participate in the one-act play.

By the end of our Freshman year, it dawned on us that we were at last 
a part of the life at Northfield High School. 

When we returned to school for our Sophomore year, we discovered our class 
had diminished in number. This year we welcomed a new principal, Mr. Lloyd 
Crane, who helped us greatly during the next few years in bettering ourselves as a 
student body. Not only a new principal, but also several new teachers joined us.

The comedy, “I’m a Fool”, was directed by Mrs. Weiss. This was our contri¬ 
bution to the one-act play contest. 

We were not sorry to see our Sophomore year slip behind us because next year 
we would return as upperclassmen. 

After a short vacation, we came back to school- - now as jubilant Juniors. 
Under Miss Wellington and Mr. Higuera as advisers, we elected our class officers. 





They were: President, Gerald Hull; Vice-President, Jackamo Baroffio; Secretary, 
Betty Dickinson; Treasurer, Carmen Revilla; Social Chairman, Beverly Gray; 
Student Council representatives, Beverly Gray and Gerald Hull. Nancy Doney 
and Gerald La Rocque represented us on the Junior Red Cross Council. 

We were all saddened by the death of Mrs. Whitney, who had patiently 
worked with us during our years in high school. Many of us had known her since 
our days in graded school. 

As Juniors we won the one-act play contest with a comedy, “Not Quite Such a 
Goose”, skillfully directed by Mr. Higuera and Mr. Snow. 

The Junior Prom proved to be a social success. As is usual when a Prom is 
attempted, we lost money. We are proud to say, however, that our loss was not as 
great as other classes. A selection of a King and Queen from the class of ’51 
was tried for the first time. Robert Gallagher and Phullis Diemer were chosen, and 
they reigned over the dance with regal dignity. This procedure was an added 
attraction, and we hope that classes after us will continue the custom. 

In the spring of our Junior year we elected our Rambles Staff. Nancy Beattie 
was chosen Editor. A Sophomore was selected to be the assistant editor with the 
understanding that he or she would be the future editor. This was the first time 
this idea had been tried and it has worked out well so far. David Sargent was 
appointed assistant editor. Our Rambles improved with each new issue. 

At the end of the year three boys and three girls were chosen to represent 
Northfield at Boys’ and Girls’ State. These were Jack Baroffio, Ronald Hicken. 
Robert Swann, Beverly Gray, Nancy Beattie, and Betty Dickinson. 

As our Junior year came to a close, it seemed almost impossible that next year 
would be our last at N. H. S. 

In September we returned to school as the ruling Seniors. Our class then 
numbered fifty-five. All of us were crowded into the usuai Senior home room. A 
hilarious year was spent with “demoniacal” Mr. Pierce. Under his beneficial 
guidance, we had a very profitable year. 

We started the year with a Scavenger Hunt which provided fun for all. The 
students enjoyed a dance after the hunt. 

The Rambler Staff was elected soon after school began. Nancy Doney was 
voted editor and Betty Macy, assistant editor. We all worked earnestly on this 
final project. 

During the fall the seniors were fortunate enough to bring in more than half 
of the High School’s magazine drive. We take our hats off to Patt Dunham, who was 
home room captain for three years, and to Beverly Gray, who was the school cap¬ 
tain her Senior year. 

The traditional Farmers’ Ball was a tremendous success. The hall was artistic¬ 
ally decorated, and Roger’s Rhythm Makers added to the attraction. This dance 
increased our depleted treasury considerably. 

Our biggest event of the year was the Senior Play, expertly directed by Miss 
Wellington. We chose a comedy, “January Thaw,” a Broadway production. After 
weeks of lively rehearsals and much publicity, we presented it in the high school 
auditorium on November 2, 1951. We had a “full house” of parents and friends who 
enjoyed the Gage versus Rockwood complications. Our profits exceeded those 
made by any other class in the past. 

The year 1952 will be a memorable one for our boys who played their way into 
the basketball tournament under the excellent supervision of our coach, Mr. 
Mahoney. The team came out on top as far as the Northern “B” Championship 
was concerned, but the State “B” Championship was sadly lost to West Rutland. 

The spring of 1952 found every Senior rushing to prepare for the June Com¬ 
mencement. After much hard work and a lot of fun, (with the feeling of accomplish¬ 
ment), the Class of 1952 graduated from Northfield High School. Although Friday 
the Thirteenth is considered an “unlucky” day, we called it a “lucky” one as we 
walked out of the door of N. H. S. into an unforseen future.
